6341 North Goodfellow avenue, was in- 
stantly killed at 7:15 a. m. Wednesday 
by the explosion of a water heater in 
her kitchen range. She-was a widow 
with five children,’ the oldest being El- 
mer, aged 17, 

During the night the water in the 
pipes leading from the tank to the water 
back in the coal range was frozen. Mrs. 
Schumacher made..a hot fire in the 
range and called ter son to help her 
thaw Out the pipes. 

Before he could get dressed there was 
a terrific explosion. Mrs. Schumacher 
was hurled head first against the win- 
dow frame of the kitchen, and her skull 
was crushed. She was dead when her 
gon reached her side. 

Fuarnitere ts Wrecked, 

The stove was blown to fragments 
by the force of the explosion.' The 
furniture in the kitchen was wrecked. 
iDr. ¢. E. Aldenderfer of 2407 Wren ave-. 
nue was called, but as Mrs. Schumach- 
er was killed outright. by the explosion 
he could do nothing. The Coroner was. 
notified and an inquest will be held. 
Mrs. Schumacher was preparing break-. 
fast when the explosion occurred. While 


she knew the pipes were trogen, she didt 


not know what the result would be by, 
bullding a fire in the raoge.

The fire in the range comes into di- 
rect contact with the water back. The 
water is heated, and under normal con- 
ditions flows into the tank,:while more.

The President’s intention to urge that the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, be empowered to fix 
and contro] rates is supplemental to the Commis- 
sion’s request for power to supervise the issues of 
new securities by interstate roads and to have 
made a physical valuation of the properties of 
all railroads. 

Without accurate knowledge of the value of the 
properties the Commission cannot tell how hon- 
estly the road is capitalized, while the power to 
supervise new issues of securities is essential that. 
rates may be ea: with regard ‘to fair returns 
on investment.

So, too, the activity in Finland, where 


the suffrage was gained only three short 
years ago, yet where the powers of evil 
are already trembling in their boots.

Conservative England some years ago 
here and .there granted the municipal 
suffrage to a varying extent, and no ob- 
server today doubts very seriously that 
the parliamentary suffrage is almost 
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at hand. The projected betrothal boy- 
cott dnd marriage strike ought certain- 
ly to have some weight with perfidious 
Albion, if nothing else will! 

Denmark succumbed last year to the 
demand for municipal suffrage. At the 
Copenhagen elections in March, the 
women took an active part in the fight, 
at least a third of the votes being cast 
by them. According to official statis- 
tics the election returned 9682 male coun- 
cillors and 127 women ones. The battle 
is still on there in true Valkyrie style. 

Sweden has already capitulated. The 
Riksdag has recently passed a bill which 
enables all the inhabitants of the country, 
over 2% years of age, to vote. So the 
unlimited woman suffrage is there al- 
ready an established fact. 

In Germany womankind seems to be 
under the ban, so far as old-party poli- 
ties are concerned; but, nevertheless, 
they are in great numbers adherents of 
the Social Democracy there. Once this 
militant party attains the power which 
now it is reaching out for, to the con- 
sternation of conservatism, its women 
can at once turn their activities from 
revolutionary party politics to national] 
affairs. | 

In Russia, Cuba, Spain, Japan, even 
Turkey, the agitation is going vigorously 
on. Iceland has it, too, and in no pas- 
sive form at that. The suffrage move- 
ment is always gaining ground, never 
permanentiy losing. Its outcome is, to 
my mind at least, positively certain.
